COMMITTEES. 



Our correspondent Observer louehW upon 
a point which is of considnrubb inturest nl 
Ihil time, whilst commitieci arc sitting ntnl 
are very frequently adjourned without any 
business being done, becntuo lliera in no 
quorum present. Our correspondent culls 
aitention lo the English practice, which we 
may icuiark has been allowed to subside into 
practice from custom only, and not by any- 
rsgulalion or standing orders of the House. 
It is thut Iho inquiry which is to be conduct- 
ed beforo any particular comrnitlee goes on 
whether a quorum is present or hot, and it is 
possible that some such arrangement might 
b» bcuofioial to the operations ol our Hotife 
of Assembly. In a House composed of so 
few members ns our own, it.is of course n 
mattor of very great difficulty to get a Inigu 
quorum togethor on committees, atid it might 
very easily bo arranged that the mero routine 
business of the examination ol witnesses 
•hould be carried on before the Chairman 
and one other member of the committee. 
This would relieve the members from the 
constant attendance- upon committees which 
is now roquirod of them, and would suvc that 
grigvous waste of time which so often occur- 
under existing circumstance:: owing to. the 
non-attendance of a quorum. We do not for 
ono moment seek to provide excuses Cor tbftse 
members who m'o not regular in their at- 
tendance; tlioy knew when they went into 
the House, or at all events, we are bound to 
suppose they know, what their duties were, 
and they ought to fulfil them. Ji tit in a 
community such as our own, wo cannot ex- 
pact to be without some of the. evils which 
aro common oven to ' larger and more 
populous places, and the Convenience of the 
members of the House [of Assembly 
ought as far as possible to Ibo considered, 
when it is not coullicting with thi ir duty lo 
their constituents, nnil we can see no reason 
why tho timo of ono or two gentlemen who do 
attend on any particular committee), should bp 
wasted by the noii.ntleiHlu.nco oT ( thors. 1 1 is 
tho public that suffer from the blank days that 
have so constantly occurred of late. The 
public timo is being wasted, as well as the 
individual time of members. It has been 
urged that the public do not suffer, and nie 
not damnified by the lost of lime, but such 
an argument cannot be Tor one moment sus- 
tained upon any proper principles. The time 
o( the representatives, althongh gratuitously 
given, is nevertheless the lime (if their con- 
stituents to a certain extent — not so tar cer- 
lainly as in any way to bind them to such a 
narrow observance of Iho views of those who 
return ihem to Parliament, so as lo place 
them on a level with delegates sent to eriuii 
ciato the opinions ol a particular body, but 
os tho free and unfettered mouth-piece, so lb 
speak, of on electoral body, attending in their 
place in Parliament to represent and enforce if 
peede be the requirements o( their constituent-. 
The members of nil cousiiiuiior.aJ parliament.- 
aro.orat least ought to be,sb closely united Willi 
the people that their public interests become" 
identical, and ihe electors who take an in- 
terest in the discussion of any particular ques- 
tion by the House, or the investigation of 
any matter by a committee to whom the 
House delegates its powers, ham a perfect 
right to demand in the name of public justice 
thai the time of the committee or the House, 
which is substantially tho time of the repre- 
sented as well as the representatives, shall 
not bo wasted. The House of Assembly have 
certain duties to perform,. and it is the right 
and the duty of every elector to watch I bat 
those duties are performed ,in Ihe manner 
most conducive to the public good. Certain 
legislative and certain ministerial duties 
met he discharged during every session of 
Parliament. Legislative duties nro of 
course of a very uncertain nature, so fur as 
Ihe labor of carrying them out is concerned. 
A law may, in the opinion of one pott ion of 
the community, and on one side of t lie lions?, 
bo deemed easenliul to iho common weal, 
whilst others would regard it as superfluous 
and useless, and wo feel less inclined lo 
cavil at a failure in making a House, than at 
frequent adjournments of committees for 
want- of a quorum. The business of the 
House is of ii more interesting nature in 
general than the business of a committee 
There is more opportunity for tho display of 
oratorical powers of eloquence, nrul 
there seems to bo more importance 
attached lo tho making of laws ban 
to tho dry and hard work of commit fees, 
but nevertheless no member 'can conscienti- 
ously discharge his duty to his constituents 
who does not tako bid fair share of this dry 
work and attend regularly to it. Moreover, 
those who do not attend, sacrifice tho time of 
those who do, by compelling in all probabili- 
ty an adjournment. Now if it could be ar- 
ranged lo proceed with all such busiuess as 
taking cvidenco nnil prosecuting inquiries in 
the presence of the chairman and any sin- 
gle member of tho committee, requiring the 
attendance of a quorum on questions where 
any division, decis.ion, or comment was ne- 
cessary, all ihe inconvenience of the present 
systom would bo avoided, Iho inquiry would 
go on day by day until completed, so long 
as tho chairman could sit, ami the same 
business would be got through, and in a 
manner ns satisfactory lo iho .public as under 
tho presont arrangements. There are many 
committees appointed, and most important 
inquiries have to be prosecuted. The com- 
mittee on tho Probate Court alone, has mure 
work before it than under existing circum- 
stancea can begot through during tho whole 
durition of the present parliament, not to 
spoak ot one session only. And the welfare 
of the public demands ibat the investiga- 
tions of this committee should be thorough- 
ly carried out. There can be no donlit what- 
ever that there i.J a grave necessity lor it. 
Tho interests of those whose friends have 
died in ihis Colony demand most impera- 
tively, lhat n due enquiry into tho past no- 
counts of l Iio Probate Court should be f ad, 
and tho interests of tho public demand ihpt 
the Court should be placed on a proper foot- 
ing fur tho future. There are several other 
committees which we should like to see tit 
work ; but more than anything we desire 10 
see Ihe committees getting well through 
their duties. 'I'hero is much before them, let 
them not shirk Iho work, dry and laborious 
»» !' >s. i' must be done. . .
